by Israeli jets

For the first time since the 1967 Mid­ 
dle East War, Israeli jets today launched 
air attacks in a 
single day on Egypt, 
Jordan and Syria, a m ilitary spokesman 
announced in Tel Aviv.

Historic debate shapes 


over popular election

historic constitutional debate 
shaped up in the Senate today 
following judiciary Committee 
approval 
of 
a proposal 
for 
direct popular election of the 
President. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind„, chief 
sponsor of the proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment, won an 11 
to 6 victory in the committee. 
But things will be a great deal 
tougher on the Senate floor, 
where a two-thirds majority is 
required for adoption. 
And, 
Bayh said, “ I expect 
there 
will 
be a filibuster” 
against the amendment. 
The 
House 
already 
has 
approved its version of the 
amendment, which would: 
—Abolish the electoral col­ 
lege. 
—Provide 
for 
the 
direct, 
popular election of the pres­ 
ident. 
—Require the winning candi­ 
date to receive at least 40 per 
cent of the vote. 
-Provide for a runoff elec­ 
tion 
between 
the 
top 
two 
candidates 
in 
the 
event no 
candidate received the required 
40 per cent. 
The 
House 
adopted 
the 
amendment 339 
to 
70 
last 
September. If all 100 members 
were present when the vote is 
taken in the Senate, it would 
require 67 affirmative votes to 
send 
the amendment to the 
states for ratification. If three 
quarters 
of the 
states-38- 
rati fled, then the first change in 
the method of electing the Chief 


Executive in 180 years would 
become constitutional law. 
Impetus for presidential elec­ 
tion reform has been building 
for years. It came to a head 
following the threat posed by 
George 
C. 
Wallace 
to 
win 
enough electoral votes in 1968 
to throw the selection of the 
president into the House. 
But opponents of one-man- 
one-vote 
elections 
for 
the 
presidency 
argued 
such 
a 
system 
would 
create 
more 
problems than it would solve. 
They said election fraud would 
affect the total count, whereas 
it now may be isolated in one 
state and thus affect only part 
of 
the 
count; the two-party 
system might be endangered by 
encouragement of a number of 
minor party candidates; 
and 
said there would be uncertainty 
as to who was electee in case 
there 
was 
lengthy 
recount 
proceedings.

T P0C IS on the brink of a financial crisis over 
a bill in the State legislature aimed at raising $28 million 
for schools by levying an excise tax on public power agencies 
such as our city-owned public utilities sytem. 


m ilof nfU/hthcf fWeeAk’ advanced to the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee of the State Assembly where it is expected to be acted 
upon Tuesday of next week. 
Passage of the bill would cause a revenue loss to the city of 
approximately $70,000 which would have to be made up with the 
imposition of a 21 cent per $100 assessed valuation tax in­ 
crease. 
City Councilman Arthur Scott has been in the forefront in lob­ 
bying efforts against this measure, joined bv representatives of 
other city - owned utility systems. 
J he measure has been actively promoted for many years by 
the private power utility giants, led by Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Company. 


We wholeheartedly agree with Councilman Scott in that the 
measure is the levying of a confiscatory tax and that a prece­ 
dent is established in violating the spirit of the California 
Constitution. The Constitution allows cities and special districts 
a variety of alternatives in conducting their business as long 
as they conform to basic limitations and guarantees laid down 
by federal and state constitutions. 
The “ home rule” freedom will be violated with the passage of 
the bill. Never will cities and districts be assured that they 
will not again be targets of arbitrary state legislation. 


Of immediate vital concern is for Lompoc citizens to im­ 
part their opposition to this measure to the Ways and Means 
Committee chairman, Frank Laterman, State Capitol, Sacra­ 
mento by letter, telegram or telephone call. Also, to our 
State Assemblyman W. Don MacGillivray. 
This measure must be Dut down. 
Atrocity not new 


As if we had not already been given abundant proof that the 
war in Southeast Asia (it is no longer the Vietnam war) is 
not a simple matter of the good guys versus the bad guys, 
now come reports of something approaching genocide being 
committed by Cambodians against Vietnamese living in Cam­ 
bodia. 
Hundreds of bodies of Vietnamese have been found float­ 
ing in the picturesque Mekong River. They were “ caught in 
the crossfire” between Cambodian troops and invading Viet 
( ong or North Vietnamese, explains Cambodia — though what 
they were doing in a crossfire with their hands tied behind 
their backs remains unexplained. 
Phis is nothing new under the Southeast Asian sun. Cambo­ 
dians have been killing Vietnamese for centuries and Vietna­ 
mese have been killing Cambodians for centuries, long before 
communism appeared as an ideology. 
Seven centuries ago, says the National Geographic Society, 
Khmer kines of Cambodia collected tribute from much of what 
H & O cean by H arry Crompe 


is now Vietnam, Laos and Thailand. But almost continual war­ 
fare with their neighbors led to the Khmer empire’s downfall. 


In 1177, during a 30-year-war with the Chams, or Vietna­ 
mese, the Khmer capital of Angkor was captured. Thai arm­ 
ies again looted the city in 1431, forcing the Khmers to aban­ 
don the city and move their capital to Fhnom Penh. 
Over the ensuing centuries, Laotians and Vietnamese tu rther 
reduced Cambodian territory until Cambodia appealed to Na­ 
poleon III to save it from Vietnamese domination. Cambo­ 
dia became a French protectorate in 1863. 
The new anti-Communist government of Cambodia has now 
asked the United States for weapons to defend itself. The temp­ 
tation to seize this opportunity to further “ Free World” 
interests in Southeast Asia will probably be too great for us 
to resist. 
Meanwhile, in Saigon, capital of our ally, South Vietnam, 
anti-Cambodian riots are being put down. 


Slandering the pig 


Not since Walt Disney came out with 
the cartoon feature “ The Three Little 
Pigs, ” has the lowly pig looked so good. 
Police 
in 
Long 
Beach are said to be 
proudly wearing gold 
tie pins in the shape 
of pigs. 
Off duty, 
many wearing 
T- 
shirts and sweaters 
emblazoned with 
a 
pig portrait and the 
declaration 
t h a t 
“ Pigs 
are 
Beauti­ 
ful.” Police in other 
parts of the country 
are beginning to order the pins. 
It is, of course, a reaction to the hard 
time youths have been giving law enforce­ 
ment officers around the country. Many 
college and university students employ 
the epithet. They are the highly educat­ 
ed beneficiaries of 6,000 years of re­ 
corded human culture who believe that 
names make the man and that you can 
throw filth without getting your hands 
dirty. 
A little research shows that, interest­ 
ingly enough, the old Second Edition of 
the Merriam - Webster International dic­ 
tionary lists “ pig” as an obsolete slang 
term for policeman. The Third Edition, 
copyrighted in 1966, dropped the defini­ 
tion. It is to be hoped that the term is 


once again obsolete by the time the 
Fqurth Edition comes out in another 
generation. 
Without question, the hapless pig has 
been given a bad press over the ages. 
His name is synonymous with every­ 
thing brutal and slovenly. Millions of 
people consider his flesh unclean and ta­ 
boo. In the book “ Animal Farm” by 
George Orwell, the unkindest cut of 
all was given by casting pigs as dic­ 
tators over the other animals. 
All of this is entirely unwarranted. 
Pigs have never made war on anybody. 
They have never put anybody in concen­ 
tration camps. They have never even 
called anybody names. As for their being 
dirty, how would humans look if they 
were forced to live in a pigsty? 


In his day of ingenious promotions, Jim 
Moran made headlines by defying the old 
saying “ as hard as selling an icebox 
to an Eskimo.” He did it. 
But by today's standards even Jim 
would admit he was a piker, if a pio­ 
neer. The Wall Street Journal forwards 
a report from the Association of Home 
Appliance Manufacturers that in 1969 
Alaskans bought 3,231 refrigerators. 
Also, 1,430 freezers and 133 room air 
conditioners.

Giants face to face 


\IENNA 
— Nothing could better il­ 
lustrate the contradictions of our time 
than the universal concern for thr* e 
courageous men fighting for their lives 
in space while the fate of millions, hard­ 
ly less than the human species, life it­ 
self, 
turns on the obscure struggle 
around a conference table little under­ 
stood and less appreciated. The Stra­ 
tegic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) 
are so shrouded in the rhetoric of di­ 
plomacy and military technology as to be 
all but untranslatable in terms of human 
understanding. 
The gulf of suspi­ 
cion between the So­ 
viet 
Union and 
the 
United States is wide. 
Whether 
it 
can be 
bridged 
in 
this sec­ 
ond round of the SALT 
zz 
talks 
is problemati­ 
cal. 
Tin 
word eir- 
culated 
privately by 
thr Sovit t delegation 
is this: 


If there is no progress toward a pause 
in the arms race in the next two or two 
and a half months the Russians will sign 
off and a new spiral will begin. 
This may be bluff of a kind. ()n the 
other hand, it may express the convic­ 
tion of those in the Kremlin who want an 
arms limitation that time is running out. 
They are on a short leash as the pres­ 
sure of the military bloc increases to get 
on with the competition. 
There will be no agreed moratorium 
to suspend for six months or more de­ 
velopment and deployment of the Amer­ 
ican MIRV, the multiple independent­ 
ly targeted 
re-entry 
vehicle, and the 
Soviet MRV, 
which is a many-headed 
missile without independent targeting. 
The Pentagon has announc' d that de­ 
ployment of MIRV will begin 
in June. 
Within the Soviet delegation the belief is 
that a moratorium is not feasible unless 
in the context of a broad arms agree­ 
ment. If the arms talks fail, a mora­ 
torium would mean that competition in 
the many - headed 
weaponry 
would 
begin where it left off with no gain what­ 
soever. 
From 
the 
Soviet viewpoint, and it 
seems to this observer 
important to 
try to explore that viewpoint, the great­ 
est 
obstacle 
in the way of an agree­ 
ment is “ linkage,” This means link­ 
ing 
an 
arms 
limitation 
agreement 
to the settlement of outstanding politi­ 
cal issues dividing the Soviet Union and 
the United States. 
I he Russians quote chapter and vers* 
from President Nixon’s 
lengthy mes­ 
sage on the state of the world to prove 
that he links Vietnam, the Middle Last 
and other trouble spots with the arms 
talks. He is asking us, as a Russian close 
to the Soviet delegation put it, to deny 
help to our allies and this we will never 
do. 
Insistence 
on linking Vietnam 
and the Middle East to an agreed and ver­ 
ifiable pause in the arms race can mean 
failure. 
All this as it comes from Soviet sourc­ 
es may, of course, be no more than the 
initial propaganda posture. Chance could 
come quickly with fresh proposals put 
forward by one side or the other. With­ 
in the American delegation there has 
been intense activity ever 
since th*- 
delegates and the backstopping experts 
arrived in Vienna. This may signify a pr >- 
posal put on the table shortly after the 
serious sessions begin. With tin tight­ 
est security enforced here such a pro­ 
posal will be held to the knowledge of a 
half - dozen men until the actual unvail- 
ing. 
On both side5 allies are a continuous 
worry. The NATO partners, 
particu­ 
larly 
France and West Germany, must 
be constantly reassured that no “ deal” 
will sacrifice their security. 
Gerard 
C. 
Smith, the chief American delegate 
and director of the Arms Control Agen­ 
cy, stopped in Brussels before coming 
to Vienna 
to give the NATO council a 
thorough briefing. 
The Soviets have similar worries with 
the Warsaw pact powers. No agreement 
must seem to sell out to the “ imperial­ 
ists.” Propaganda blasts from Red China 
put Moscow in the “ revisionist” cate­ 
gory conspiring with the “ imperialists” 
to the shame and disgrace of all true 
Communists. 
This is a serious inhibition to agree­ 
ment, Both sides, and particularly the 
Soviets, are constantly 
looking back­ 
ward 
to be sure that restive partners 
do not get out of hand. 


A position of strength is supremely im­ 
portant. If the tragedy of Apollo 13 had 
not occurred, the three astronauts would 
have landed on the moon just as the SALT 
talks opened. It would have been another 
demonstration of America’s prowess in 
space. And, so far as can be seen from 
advance indications, 
Moscow 
had no 
spac* adventure 
readied to mark the 
eentermary of Lenin. 
As a show of strength the Soviet navy 
is engaged in th» most extensive ma­ 
neuvers in the history of a fleet that has 
expanded at a geometric ratio in the past 
two decades. Maneuvers proclaimed for 
the Atlantic, th«' Pacific and the Medi- 


terranean are in progress. 
The com­ 
mander 
of the Soviet Navy, Fleet Ad­ 
miral Sergei 
Gorshkov, 
boasted that 
Russia has missile - carrying subma­ 
rines capable of delivering a “ blow 
across thousands of miles.” 


I hat has a strange sound in this neu­ 
tral capital where the two nuclear gi­ 
ants are ostensibly trying to abate the 
arms race. A gestur»* for Lenin pex- 
haps or, read in the Warsaw pact cap­ 
itals, it is proof that the Russians have 
staked 
their claim on the seven seas.

most everyday from our neighbors who 
took care of other children for pay or 
six grandchildren who sometimes spend 
the night and are always there all times 
of the day and night. Making so much 
noise that my children can’t take naps 
or not be able to sleep in the morn­ 
ings. 
When we did complain, nothing was 
done because the neighbor had lived here 
longer and probably will live off welfare 
the rest of their lives. So what about us 
who can’t afford more but are trying and* 
working hard for more.

privacy, pursuit of happiness andequalK 
ty of rights in any contract even though; 
we've lived here 11 months and they may-;
